Letter from Mr Edward Ashpole. 


On the 21.6.94,1 received a very interesting letter from 
Edward Ashpole,Science Writer and Consultant.A couple of years 
ago,he was asked to write a short piece which briefly explained 
the connection between what we might call astronomical SETI and 
the ETH of ufology (What follows has been slightly edited) : 

'THE ETH OF UFOLOGY & SETI SCIENCE'. 


I know that some ufologists discount the extraterrestrial 
hypothesis ( the ETH ),and it may be that the majority of 
unexplained cases have non-extraterrestrial causes.Yet that 
doesn't rule out the ETH.The strength of this hypothesis is 
that it is compatible - with the background science of SETI 









( Search For Extraterrestrial Intelligence ) in which radio 
astronomers and computer scientists are searching for 
broadcasts from other world civilisations. 

It's very important to emphasize that the ETH of ufology has 
the same scientific base as astronomical SETI.And everyone 
interested in the ETH really needs to be aware of the relevant 
science that's on offer.SETI has become an established part of 
science,though a small part,during the past four decades,and 
now has its own section in the International Astronomical 
Union to prove it. 

The point is that the most credible cases in ufology,which 
indicate that flying saucers may have a physical reality, 
provide the sort of phenomena we should expect if the back¬ 
ground science to SETI is roughly correct.But few people in 
the scientific community are even aware of this. 

Meanwhile the SETI programs which are searching for 
broadcasts from other world civilisations continue to grow in 
technical power.That's fine,but its also desirable to test any 
scientific hypothesis in as many ways as possible,and 
especially so when one is trying to prove the universality of 
life,which is what SETI is trying to do.Searching for alien 
broadcasts is only one way. 

If other world civilisations have the technology to 
broadcast messages across interstellar space,then they may be 
equally able to send spacecraft to the Solar System.Spacecraft, 
if they reached their target,would at least provide a pay-off 
in terms of information.On the other hand,transmitting messages 
is a gamble.No one may be around at the right time with the 
right equipment and tuned into the right frequencies to 
receive your message and reply.But the ETH of ufology has to be 
tested in a rigorously scientific manner,and so far very few 
people have tried to do this ".
